Continuation of 3. NOTE: Regarding claims 1, 3, 4, 15 20-22 and 25, Applicant argues that Habel does not disclose the feature of 
generating at least one operating parameter carrier having a frequency value in a vicinity of a null. However.Habel clearly discloses the 
operating parameter carrier at a frequency (fch) having a frequency value in a vicinity of a null (figure 1 , col. 3, lines 3-9) as defined in 
Specification, page 5, lines 16-18 and Figure 2. With respect to claims 12, 16, 17, 23, 27 and 29, Applicant further argues that Habel's 
carrier (fch) is not a sinusoid because the operating carrier (fch) of Habel is a clock signal and clock signal is square waves, not sinusoidal 
waves. Examiner respectfully disagrees, since Figure 1 of Habel shown the frequency spectrum of (fch) as a single line, the (fch) much be 
a sinusoidal in according with Fourier transforrm. Furthermore, it is not true that the clock signal only in square wave, it can be in 
sinusoidal wave .
